Just what a Red Cross canteen is, 


how it is outfitted, and the hundred 
problems the American women have 
to • meet in feeding the French, Eng- 
lish and American soldiers is well 
shown in this letter from an American 
Red Cross worker: 


We have really a wonderful place. 


It was given to us so rough and plain 
and ugly. I had a coat o£ plaster put 
on the walls, painted a bright blua 
wainscot three feet high with a sten- 
cil of flowers of red, white and blue 
above, white walls and ceiling, doors 
and windows outlined with light green, 
and stencils of bright colors between 
the windows of trumpets, and over 
the five doors delicious little paintings 
by Miss Kirkpatrick and Miss Beckett 
of soldiers and canteeners in the most 
:lever and attractive way. 


Brightest Little Room. 


At the end of the room we have two 


girls, one American and one French, 
holding French and American flags. 
We have red and white oilcloth on'the 
tables, red glass carafes and red tur- 
key window curtains, and always flow- 
ers on the counters. It is the gayest, 
brightest 
UttleB room you erer saw. 


However, it only holds about 120 men 
seated at the tables and it Is to ba 
used as a recreation room and even 
movies. 
Onr big room is to have a 


huge kitchen and seats for 1,000 men 
or over, and will open right on to the 
platform. It is to be decorated by an 
artist from the Beaux Art, as Miss 
Beckett has gone and Miss Kirkpat- 
rick is too busy. 
It will really be a splendid big place 


and we can work in comfort instead 
of being put in straits as we are now 
in to feed so many men with only siJ 
gas burners in a long row. We make 
the coffee, soup, cocoa, and ragout or 
sometimes regular Irish stew on our 
stoves and the roasts are cooked for 
us gratuitously at the bakers'. All 
food except coffee, meat, cocoa and 
sugar Is cheap down here. It is the 
garden district of France. All the men 
are so pleased and grateful and we 
get such post cards and thanks. We 
have stewed apples, stewed dates and 
figs for deserts and I tell you it keeps 
us hopping to keep things going. 
Sometimes we run out of meat and 
then we fry eggs for them and they 
love them. The dormitories are won- 
derful. I never was so proud of any- 
thing before.

We have a splendid fumigating plant

I. Jesus Officially Presented to the 


Jewish Nation as King (vv. 1-11). This 
should not be designated the "tri- 
umphal entry," for it was only in out- 
ward appearances. 
The shouts were 


empty and meaningless. It was the 
promised King publicly offering him- 


ll to the nation. 
1. The preparation (vv. 1-6). 
(1) Two disciples sent for the ass 


(vv. 1-3). 
He told them just where to go to 


find it, and how to answer the own- 
er's inquiry. This shows how perfect- 
ly the Lord knows onr ways. 
His 


matchless gaze beholds all that we 
think or do, by day or night. It also 
shows that God uses unlikely and in- 
significant things in the accomplish- 
ment of his purposes. The providing 
of this animal was the working out of 
the Divine plan according to Christ's 
foreknowledge. 


(2) Obedience of the disciples (w. 


4-6). 
Without asking why, they go at his 


bidding. 
The command may have 


seemed strange and unrensonable, but 
they rendered explicit obedience. The 
true disciple will render full and glad 
obedience, no matter how strange or 
unreasonable the command may seem. 


2. The entry into the dty*of Jerusa- 


lem (w. 7-10). 
(1) The disciples put their garments 


upon the ass and set the Lord upon It 
(v. 7). 
This act showed their recognition 


of him as their king (2 Kings 9:13). 


(2) The multitude. 
Some spread their garments In the 


way; others who had no gcrments to 
spare, cut down branches and strewed 
them In the way, which wns inst as 
acceptable unto him. To give what we 
have and do what we can, is all that 
the Lord demands of us. This entry 
-was in fulfillment of a prophecy ut- 
tfred some five hundred years before 
(Zech. 9:9). 


(3) The Lord's action (v. 10). 
Upon entering the Temple, he looked 


around upon all things; but a« it wns 
eventide he withdrew to Bethnny with 
he twelve. 


II. Jesus Exercising His Royal Au- 


hority (vv. 12-19). 1. The barren fig 
ree cursed (w. 12-14). The fig tree 
s typical of the Jewish nation. The 
'rnit normally appears on the fig tree 
ahead of the leaves. The presence of 
eaves is the assurance of fruit. This 
was an acted parable of the Lord's 
judgment on Israel for pretension of 
jeing the chosen people without the 
'ruits thereof. It Indicated the spirit- 
ual state of the Jews. 


2. The Temple cleansed (w. 55-19). 
For the various sacrifices In The 


Temple, many oxen, sheep and dove5; 
were needed. 
Many persons came 


from the distant parts of the land ; 
therefore It wns Impracticable 
for 


them to bring their sacrifices with 
them, so they brought money and 
bought the animals needed. This priv- 
ilege the law had granted to thpm 
(Dent. 14:24-26), for the exchange was 
necessary. When evil men nsed It as 
an opportunity for gain, it became an 
offense before God. 
It 
defiled his 


house. Efe made himself a scourge of 
oords, and drovo out the money chang- 
ers, overthrowing their tables and 
pouring out their money. By this act 
he declared himself to be the Lord of 
the Temple and one with God. That 
which God intended to be a house of 
prayer for all nations was being made 
a. "den of thieves." 


III. Jesus' Authority Challenged (vv. 


27-33). They challenged him to show 
by what authority he accepted the hon- ; 
ors of the Messiah, and who gave him 
the authority to cast out the money- 
changers. This placed Jesus in a di- 
lemma. He responded by a question 
which placed them in a counter-dilem- 
ma.Since John was his forerunner, 
the divinity of his commission rested 
upon that of John. They were power- 
less to discredit John, because the peo- 
ple accepted John as such. If they 
had accepted John's messsge, they 
would have been prepared to accept 
his. 
They cowardly confessed that 


they did not know. The agnostic la al- 
ways n coward. These rulers had no 
affection for Jesus, so they rejected 
him and sought to destroy him. It 1» 
the same today. The reason men re- 
ject Jesns Is not because of Intellectual 
difficulties, but because of tha Uck of 
affection- for him.

Dead Bodies Everywhere. 


"Boys, I'm sorry, but orders have just 
been received cancelling all leave. If 
you had been three hours earlier you 
would have gotten away. Just stay in 


Crossing No Man's Land without 


clicking any casualties, we came to 
the German trench and mounted our 
guns on the parados of same. 


I never saw such a mess in my life 


—bunches of twisted barbed wire lying 
about, shell holes everywhere, trench 
all bashed In, parapets gone, and dead 
bodies, why, that ditch was full of 
them', theirs and ours. It was a regu- 
lar morgue. Some were mangled hor- 
ribly from our shell fire, while others 
were wholly or partly buried in the 
mud, the result of shell explosions cav- 
ing in the walls of the trench. One 
dead German was lying on e his back, 
•with a rifld sticking straight up in the 
air, the bayonet of which was buried 
to the hilt in his chest. Across his feet 
lay a dead English soldier with a bul- 
let hole In his forehead. This Tommy 
must have been killed just as he ran 
his bayonet through the German. 


Rifles and equipment were scattered 


about, and occasionally a steel helmet 
could be seen sticking out of the mud 


At one point, just in the entrance to 


. a communication trench, was a stretch- 
er. On this stretcher a German was 
lying with a white bandage around his 
knee, near to him lay one of the 
stretcher-bearers, the red cross on his 
arm covered with mud and his helmet 
filled with blood and brains. Close by 
sitting up against the wall of the 
trench, with head resting on his chest 
was the ..Other stretcher-bearer. He 
seemed to be alive, the posture was so 
natural and easy; but when I go' 
closer I could see a large, Jagged hole 
In his temple. The three must have 
been killed by the same shell-burst. 


The dugouts were all smashed In and 


knocked about, big square-cut timbers 
splintered Into bits, walls caved In and 
entrances choked. 


Tommy, after taking a trench, learni 


to his sorrow that the hardest part o 
the work is to hold It. 


In our case this proved to be so. 
The German artillery and machine j 


guns had us taped (ranged) for fair; 
it was worth your life to expose your- 
self an instant. 


Don't think for a minute that the 


Germans were the only sufferers; we 
were clicking casualties so fast thai 
you needed an adding machine to keep 
track of them. 


Did you ever see one of the steam 


shovels at work on the Panama canal! 
Well, it would look like a hen scratch- 
ing alongside of a Tommy "digging In" 
while under fire. You couldn't see day- 


awful sights that It makes no Impres- 
sion. In passing a butcher shop you 
are not shocked by seeing a dead tur- 
sey hanging from a hook. Well, In 
France, a dead body is looked upon 
from- the same angle.
